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DEMOCRATS ASK TARIFF RAISE 
A new light appeared on the Hawley-Smoot 
tariff law a few days ago when shoe m anu fac­ 
tu rers in M assachu setts came before the Tariff 
Commission appealing for an increase in du ty. 
These m anu factu rers produ ced evidence to show 
th a t their keenest competition came from Czecho 
Slovakia, where shoes are produ ced at a labor 
cost only 28 per cent of th a t involved in Ameri­ 
can factories. W ith wages hardly more th an 
one qu arter of those paid in America, it was 
contended th a t Balkan m anu factu rers cou ld lay 
down their produ ct in American m arkets, pay 
the p resent du ty of 20 per cent and still sell 
their produ ct at less th an the actu al labor cost 
of American shoes. 
A specially interesting featu re of the appeal 
of these M assachu setts m anu factu rers was th at 
one of the spokesmen for them was Congress­ 
m an William P. Connery, a Democrat. No dou bt 
if they had desired they cou ld have had the 
su pport also of the other three Democratic Con­ 
gressmen from their State and the Democratic 
Senator. Leaders of the Democratic p arty have 
had a good deal of say abou t the “exorbitant” 
rates of the 1930 tariff act, and yet we have the 
diverting spectacle of the first m ajor demand for 
higher protection coming from Democratic Con­ 
gressmen. 
And still nobody shou ld be su rprised. It is a 
role Democratic Congressmen long have played— 
dem anding high tariffs for indu stries in which 
their own states are interested while heaping 
anathem a u pon the protective system in general. 
Incidentally this M assachu setts appeal illu s­ 
trates the absu rdity of the Democratic argu m ent 
th a t lower tariffs wou ld m itigate the depression. 
The tariff on shoes is so low th at Czechoslovakia 
can send the produ cts of her shoe factories here 
and sell them at less than the labor cost of m ak­ 
ing them in America. Does th at fact m itigate 
the depression for M assachu setts shoe makers? 
Apparently M assachu setts shoe m akers do not 
think so. 


BUSY MAN’S CREED 
I t’s an u ndispu ted fact th a t the m an who does 
not believe in himself can’t expect anyone else 
to believe in him. Elbert Hu bbard had this idea 
in m ind when he wrote in “The Bu sy M an’s 
Creed” : 
“I believe th a t a m an gets w hat he goes a f­ 
ter, th a t one deed done today is worth two deeds 
tomorrow, and th a t no m an is down and ou t u n­ 
til he has lost faith in himself.” 
The same m easu ring stick m ay be applied to 
commu nities. If they are alive and awake and 
have confidence in the fu tu re, they are su re to 
prosper and grow bigger and better. 
When the inhabitants lose confidence, when 
they become su spiciou s of each other and form 
the habit of destru ctive criticism, they are dam ­ 
aging their own interests. 
T h ^ fu tu re of every individu al is bou nd u p in 
the fu tu re of the place where he lives. We are 
bettering ou rselves when we have faith in ou r 
home and show it by ou r works. 
The wise cou rse is to believe in the home town, 
su pport its bu siness enterprises, its chu rches and 
its schools, and stand by it in every legitim ate 
u ndertaking to the lim it of ou r ability. 
When su ch faith is m anifested, the fu tu re is 
secu re.

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FARM AID MONEY 
It probably will be in the natu re of a su rprise 
to those who have believed th a t the government 
was doing nothing for agricu ltu re to learn th a t 
there will be expended this year $341,000,000 
from the Federal Treasu ry in direct assistance to 
the farm interests of the cou ntry. In this su m 
there are inclu ded drou ght relief and Farm 
Board expenditu res, together with other expen­ 
ditu res of the D epartm ent of Agricu ltu re, bu t it 
does no inclu de any money spent for highway 
constru ction. THie tru th of the m atter is, of 
cou rse, th a t in direct ap propriations agricu ltu re 
receives from the Federal Governm ent m any 
times over the am ou nt contribu ted to any other 
one indu stry.

Many Ru shville boys will re­ 
member Irvin Robbins, when Ad­ 
ju ta nt General of the state, hav­ 
ing served u nder him in old Co. 
G. National Gu ard. He was Cap­ 
tain of Co. A, which was m u st­ 
ered into service Nov. 18, 1863. 
From the memoirs of Major Rob­ 
bins, we learn th a t second bri­ 
gade, F irst division, the 123d reg­ 
iment, was made u p of eight 
companies from sou theastern In ­ 
diana, one from Clinton and one 
from Greencastle, all recru ited 
in the fall of 1863, and on March 
18, 1864 left Greensbu rg via Law- 
rencebu rg and 
Lou isville, 
for 
Nashville, Tenn., and were as­ 
signed to the 23d Army Corps 
u nder General Alvin P. Hovey, 
later on, Governor of Indiana. 
From Nashville, they were sent 
to C hattanooga and later to 
Cleveland, Tenn. It was rou gh 
work for u ntrained men, m arch­ 
ing throu gh rivers and swamps 
and over rou gh m ou ntains, with 
only one wagon to a regiment, 
and carrying everything except 
a few cooking u tensils, withou t 


tents, and the grou nd for a bed. 
R etu rning to Chattanooga, they 
were m et at Bu zzard's Roost, by 
the rebels and for the first time, 
were u nder fire. Here they dis- 
tingu ishd themselves by their 
coolness and daring. From the 
official record, we will trail the 
O n e-hu ndred-tw enty-third regi­ 
ment, to Raleigh, N. C., where on 
Au gu st 25, 1865, they were m u st­ 
ered ou t to their arrival, recep­ 
tion and final p aym ent a t In ­ 
dianapolis. 
They left Charleston, Tenn., 
May 3. 1864, to join the m ain 
army in the m arch on Atlanta. 
They ran into the rebel forces at 
Rocky Face Ridge on the way, 
and the Second Brigade, on the 
left 
of 
Sherm ans’ 
army, 
to 
which was attached the 123d, a t­ 
tacked and cap tu red the posi­ 
tion. 
The next fight was a t Resacca, 
where it received and repu lsed 
an attack on 
Sherm an’s left 
flank bu t fell into helpless con­ 
fu sion and were threatened with 
captu re when the right and left 
companies fell back u nder a m is­ 
taken order, bu t qu ick action by 
Thirty-seventh, acting as su p ­ 
port, restored order. It may as 
well be related here as elsewhere 
that, Col. McQu iston had been 
detailed and was absent on spe­ 
cial du ty and so engaged when 
the battle of Pvesacca was fou ght 
and Lieu t. Col. Cu llen was in 
command of the 123d regiment. 
Cu llen was not a m ilitary m an 
and has told tne writer, in one 
of ou r many rem iniscent talks 
th at he never wou ld have accep t­ 
ed the position of Lieu t. Col., on­ 
ly th a t McQu iston promised him 
he wou ld not leave the regiment. 
Cu llen depended on him and 
when u nexpectedly left in com­ 
m and and seeing his helpless­ 
ness, when u nder fire, he resigned 
—Ju ne 7 , 1864—soon after th at 
battle, and Major DeW itt C. W al­ 
ters was placed in command and 
was mu stered ou t with the regi­ 
m ent. Du ring the last week in 
May, a detachm ent of rebel cav­ 
alry, captu red a portion of the 
U ;,-R’renWc 02,ahF,C fi(0f 
Second Division su pply train and 
several men belonging to 
the 
regiment. 
Ju ne was a wet m onth and the 
heavy rains flooded ou r camps, 
made the roads impassable and 
spread disease among the men. 
Rations were short and the men 
worn ou t by marching, fighting 
and exposu re.

Sherm an 
now determ ined to take the rebel 
stronghold of Kenesaw M ou ntain 
and to conceal his intentions 
Gen. Schofield was ordered to 
make a feint on ou r right and 
drive the rebels from advanced 
position, back to their works. 
On the 27 th ou r lines advanced 
and drove the enemy before 
them. On Ju ly 4th a demonstra­

The 123d w ent into camp, after 
the fall of A tlanta a t Decatu r, 
u ntil

m arched to Nashville and rep ort­ 
ed to Gen. Thomas. Orders were 
received to rejoin Schofield and 
with

Ninety-first, 
started 
th a t night and had m arched only 
a 
short 
distance 
when

fou nd themselves in the rear of 
Forrests’ Cavalry 15,000 strong, 
facing destru ction of captu re. 
They qu ietly crep t throu gh the 
wood and u nderbru sh arou nd the 
rebel left and after sixty hou rs 
marching, elu ded the cavalry and 
rejoined the brigade u nder the 
ram p arts of Ft. Negley a t N ash­ 
ville. 
Here 
they 
sp ent weeks 
working on defenses of Nashville 
and on the 15th of December 
took p art in the battle of N ash­ 
ville after which they took p art 
in the p u rsu it of Hood—halting 
at Colu mbia, Tenn., where they 
w ent into camp, rem aining u n­ 
til Janu ary 3, 1865, when they 
m arched to Clifton and took a 
steam boat to 
C incinnati 
and 
from there by rail to W ashing­ 
ton, D. C. Laier a t Newbu rn, N. 
C., the 123d, m et Gen. Braggs 
forces, in a three day fight and 
were again victoriou s. This was 
their last fight and they were 
soon—Au g. 
25, 
1865—m u stered 


ou t and received a great ovatioi 
on their retu rn to Indianapolis.

Dloom of weeds is attracting at- 
tention of Rush county land 
owners at the 'present time and 
many calls to identify and give 
means of control for the most 
jersistent of these weeds are be- 
ng received daily at the Rush 
county extension office.

Brown, county agent, has issued 
the following statements con- 
nected with the growth and con- 
trol of some of these plants. 


Two weeds, Canada thistle and 


quack grass, because of their-ca- 
pacity to reproduce from under- 
ground rootstock are perhaps 
the most difficult to eradicate. 
Sodium chlorate used at the rate 
of one pound per gallon of water 
has proven to be an effective 
means of control, according to 
several Rush county farmers. 


This material can be procured 


locally and is comparatively in- 
expensive, 100 pounds of the ma- 
terial, when applied by the spray 
method, being sufficient to treat 
about one acre. The time of ap- 
plying the first spray on Can- 
ada thistle is at the bloom stage, 
with the second spray being ap- 
plied three weeks later in case 
sprouts appear. The sodium 
chlorate>gplution is not harmful 
to the so\unless the ground is 
saturated. 


Sodium chlorate is highly in- 


flammable when mixed with or- 
ganic material. Since friction 
starts a fire with the material 
where it has dried on organic 
matter, rubber boots should be 
worn while working with this 
material and livestock, wagons 
and automobiles should not be 
driven over treated areas until 
after the first good rain.

thistles be cut or killed with 
chemicals either before or in the 
bud stage or within five days of 
the tune when the first bloom 
appears, the owner or .the occu- 
pant of the infested premises 
being held responsible.

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DEMOCRATS ASK TARIFF RAISE 


A new light appeared on the Hawley-Smoot 


tariff law a lew days ago when shoe manufac- 
turers in Massachusetts came before the Tariff 
Commission appealing for an increase in duty. 
These manufacturers produced evidence to show 
that their keenest competition came from Czecho 
Slovakia, where shoes are produced at a labor 
cost only 28 per cent of that involved in Ameri- 
can factories. With wages hardly more than 
one quarter of those paid in America, it was 
contended that Balkan manufacturers could lay 
down their product in American markets, pay 
the present duty of 20 per cent and still sell 
their product at less than the actual labor cost 
of American shoes. 


A specially interesting feature of the appeal 


of these Massachusetts manufacturers was that 
one of the spokesmen for" them was Congress- 
man William P. Connery, a Democrat. No doubt 
if they had desired they could have had the 
support also of the other three Democratic Con- 
gressmen from their State and the Democratic 
Senator. Leaders of the Democratic party have 
had a good deal of say about the "exorbitant" 
rates of the 1930 tariff act, and yet we have the 
diverting spectacle of the first major demand for 
higher protection coming from Democratic Con- 
gressmen. 


And still nobody should be surprised. It is a 


role Democratic Congressmen long have played— 
demanding high tariffs for industries in which 
their own states are interested while heaping 
anathema upon the protective system in general. 


Incidentally this Massachusetts appeal illus- 


trates the absurdity of the Democratic argument 
that lower tariffs would mitigate the depression. 
The tariff on shoes is so low that Czechoslovakia 
can send the products of her shoe factories here 
and sell them at less than the labor cost of mak- 
ing them in America. Does that fact mitigate 
the depression for Massachusetts shoe makers? 
Apparently Massachusetts shoe makers do not 
think so.

support its business enterprises, its churches and 
its schools, and stand by it in every legitimate 
undertaking to the limit of our ability.

there will be expended this year $341,000,000 
from the Federal Treasury in direct assistance to 
the farm interests of the country. In this sum 
there are included drought relief and Farm 
Board expenditures, together with other expen- 
ditures of the Department of Agriculture, but it 
does no include any money spent for highway 
construction. The truth of the matter is. of 
course, that in direct appropriations agriculture 
receives from the Federal Government many 
times over the amount contributed to any other 
one industry.

The next fight was at Resacca, 


where it received and repulsed 
an attack 011 Sherman's

flank but fell into helpless con- 
fusion and were threatened with 
capture when the right and left 
companies fell back under a mis- 
taken order, but quick action by 
Thirty-seventh, acting as sup- 
port, restored order. It may as 
well be related here as elsewhere 
that, Col. McQaiston had been 
detailed and was absent on spe- 
cial duty and so engaged when 
the battle of Resacca was fought 
and Lieut. Col. Cullen was in 
command of the 123d regiment. 


Cullen was not a military man 


and has told the writer, in one 
of our many reminiscent talks 
that he never would have accept- 
ed the position of Lieut. Col., on- 
ly that McQuiston promised him 
he would not leave the regiment. 
Cullen depended on him and 
when unexpectedly left in com- 
mand and seeing his helpless- 
ness, when under fire, he resigned 
—June 7, 1864—soon after that 
battle, and Major DeWitt C. Wal- 
ters was placed in command and 
was mustered out with the regi- 
ment. During the last week in 
May, a detachment of rebel cav- 
alry, captured a portion of the

June was a wet month and the 


heavy rains flooded our camps, 
made the roads impassable and 
spread disease among the men. 
Rations were short and the men 
worn out by marching, fighting 
and exposure. The Second Bri- 
gade was transferred to the Sec- 
ond Division on June 9th under 
General Hascall 
and Hood's 


rebel 
corps, 
was threat- 


ning a flank movement and Has- 
call's division-moved rapidly, to 
the- exposed flank, just "as heavy 
columns of rebels made a fierce 
assault. The assault was met and 
decidedly repulsed with great 
loss to the rebels. 


On the 24th the regiment 


moved to the support of Gen. 
Hooker near Dallas, Ga. -The re- 
bels held Losir Mountain'and the 
Second Division was sent to dis- 
lodge him, which it did and cap- 
tured many prisoners. Sherman, 
now determined to take thereber 
stronghold of Kenesaw Mountain 
and to conceal his intentions 
Gen.

Gen. 
Schofield assaulted the 


works southwest of Atlanta. One 
brigade from each division was 
chosen for this assault and the 
123d was'assigned from Second 
Brigade. The assault was made 
on August 6th and after hard 
fighting carried the position. 
Here fell Captain Swain of Co. 
E. 123d, mortally wounded. The 
regiment was under fire from 
this date on until the 29th of 


August 1864, and had lost 28 
killed and 105 wounded.

Hood had superceded 
Johnson in command of the 
southern forces, much to the de- 
triment of the southern cause, 
for while a fighter, he lacked the 
caution and generalship of John- 
son and after the-'fall of Atlanta 
sought by artifice to lea'd Gener- 
al Sherman a ';goose chase" into 
the hills of Georgia and Tennes- 
see toward Knoxville but forgot 
-to reckon with his host, as we 
went marching through Georgia. 
The 123d went into camp, after 
the fall of Atlanta at Decatur, 
until October 4th, when it 
marched to Nashville and report- 
ed to Gen. Thomas. Orders were 
received to rejoin Schofield and 
with the Ninety-first, started 
that night and had marched only 
a short distance when, they 
found themselves in the rear of 
Forrests' Cavalry 15,000 strong, 
facing destruction of capture. 
They quietly crept through the 
wood and underbrush around the 
rebel left and after sixty hours 
marching, eluded the cavalry and 
rejoined the brigade under the 
ramparts of Ft, Negley at Nash- 
ville. Here they spent weeks 
working on defenses of Nashville 
and on the 15th of December 
took part hi the battle of Nash- 
ville after which they took part 
in the pursuit of Hood—halting 
at Columbia, Term., where they 
went into camp, remaining un 
til January 3, 1865, when they 
marched to Clifton and took 
steamboat to Cincinnati and 
from there by rail to Washing- 
ton, D. C. Later at Newburn, N 
C., the 123d, met Gen. Braggs 
forces, in a three day fight and 
were again victorious. This was 
their last fight and they were 
soon—Aug. 25, 1865—mustered 
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out and received a great 
on their return to Indianapolis.
